For, 
although  Increase  In  muscle  means 
Inorease  in  strength,  nevertheless 
muscle  has  a  great  deal  of  water  In 
It,  and  likewise  eonslderable  fat 

Muscle  can  be  put  oo  In  many 
cases  by  good  food  and  outdoor 
exercise.  Just  aboftit  aa  rapidly  as 
fat  can  be  put  on  by  good  food  and 
lack  of  exercise. 

How  doe.s  exercl.se  reduce  weight? 
Exercl.sing  or  working  the  body  re- 
quires the  \]s^  of  considerable  fuel, 
and  the  first  fuel  to  be  used  up  U 
fat.  The  fat  i.s  actually  burned  or 
melted  by  the  heat  manufactured

There  it  too 
great  a  flood  of  publle  .sentiment  in  their  favor 
Oambling  is  the  most  Ineradicable  of  human 
instincts.  Hie  stock  exchanges,  which  have  been 
tttUlaad  to  such  a  remarltable  extent  for  (ram- 
Ulnf,  have  been  legalized.  Horse  racing  and 
betting  are  withfai  the  law.  *l<aglalattYa  en- 
deavors" .says  Mr  A.  G.  Gardiner,  wrltlBi4l|  The 
London  Star,  "to  keep  8weepi.*.akes  under  MhU'Ol 
have  been  a  hotchpotch  of  contradictions  and 
shams. '  He  suesrst.s  that  since  sttCh  gambling 
cannot  be  suppressed  it  should  be  controlled. 

Britain  is  a  law-abiding  country  in  general, 
just  as  Canada  !.«>,  but  in  neither  part  of  the 
Empire,  or  for  that  matttr  no  where  else,  are 
gaming  laws  observed  In  any  wide  sense.  The 
fart  that  those  who  participate  *  in  sweepstakes 
are  law-breakers  does  not  trouble  their  con- 
sclenoealn  the  slightest.  The  illegality  had  added 
spice  to  the  venture.  This  is  Indicative  of  a  very 
extensively  held  human  belief  that  the  law  is 
wrong  In  attempting  to  suppre.,.-;  in.stinctlvc 
desires.  It  is  an  illustration  of  what  happens 
when  human  nature  and  the  law  conflict.  It 
most  certainly  is  not  and  never  has  been  the 
object  of  government  to  have  laws  that  eaanot 
be  enforced,  and  then,  as  one  writer  on  the  sub- 
ject says,  "lorn  a  blind  cye  on  violation  and 
pretend  that  the  law  is  unaware  of  them."

(  osmos.  lV>tli  were  in  favor  of  responsible  jjoverntncnt. 
Dc  (  H.snios  had  agitated  for  it  for  a  long  time,  and  !  h.  i  :ust 
had  been  largely  responsible,  through  its  delegate.  II.  h.  Seel  ye, 
for  the  amended  clause  in  the  terms,  but  they  difcred  sharply  in 
their  opinions  on  how  the  i  ruuiple  was  to  be  carried  out. 

.  To  Dc  Cosmos  fwponsiblc  gpvernment  meant  party  govern- 
ment, wherca*;  The  tolonist  held  that  the  two  were  not  so 
idcr.tua!  iluit  \\'.>  formw  could  not  exist  without  the  latter.  The 
Colonist,  in  lat^,  went  further  than  this,  holdmg  that,  since 
there  were  no  well-defined  political  parties  in  the  colony,  with 
distinct  political  creeds,  conditions  were  singularly  favoral  '  '  : 
tin*  working  out  of  responsible  government,  without  respect  to 
1  .irty.-  "Admitting  that  the  system  to  a  greater  or  less  extent 
implied  party  governnunt."  .said  The  Colonist,  "we  venture  to 
express  the  hope  that,  in  th«  first  instance  at  least,  the  people  of 
British  Columbia,  instead  of  arranging  thenflelves  in  two  hostile 
parlies  in  .in  unprincipled  and  unseemly  scramble  for  the  loaves 
and  hshes  ot  office,  might  rather  seek  to  rise  above  mere  fiarty 
lines,  and.  as  far  as  possible,  construct  one  great  party,  compris- 
ing the  whole  body  of  the  people  in  seeking  the  common  gcxxl  of 
all."  In  this  connection,  it  is  interesting  to  note,  that  party 
government  was  not  introduced  into  British  Columbia  until 
1930. 

The  two  newspapers  conflicted  agaiq  when  De  Cosmos 
began  and  carried  on  an  agitation  to  hive  Esquimalt  named  as 
the  terminus  of  the  (  .m  ,  'i  in  Pacific  Railway,  to  make  it  an 
issue  in  the  elcaion.  and  an  essential  condition  in  the  terms  of 
union.  A  public  meeting  was  held  in  Victoria  on  the  question, 
when  feeling  ran  high,  and  the  fear  was  expressed  that  unless 
tbe  railway  came  to  the  Island  Victoria  would  become  little  more 
than  a  fishing  Yillage. 

Dr.  Mclmckcn  warned  ag.iinst  Caning  the  terms  on  any 
question,  particularly  a  sectional  one.  The  matter  could  only 
be  settled,  in  any  case,  after  a'survey  was  made.  As  the  railway 
clause  stood,  tlie  'Ticific  Seaboard"  should  be  interpreted  as 
meaning  jE:squiin.dt  and  it  was  so  understood  by  the  delegates, 
when  discussint;  tlic  question  at  Ottawa. 

The  agit.ition  w.is  ill  timcf  The  British  Colonist  held  that 
the  natural  advantages  presented  by  Victoria  and  bsquimalt  were 
so  palpable  and  so  great  as  to  insure  the- terminus.  Moreover, 
there  was  the  .issur.imc  of  Waddinj;ton.  "the  ^rca'  Overl.mder  " 
then  in  Canada,  that  there  were  no  insurmountable  engineering 
dificnities  in  the  way  of  bringing  the  railway  across  the  Straits. 
Even  without  this  assur-inic,  simply  because  the  terminus  of  the 
railway  could  not  be  secured  to  it,  the  community  was  scarcely 
in  a  position  to  say  that  tbe  whole  colony  should  be  deprived  of 

the  advantages  of  Confcdcr.it ion, 

'The  agitators  finally  approached  the  Governor,  «nd,  through 
him.  sent  the  suggestion  to  Ottawa  that,  if  it  were  found  imprac- 
ticable to  bring  tlie  transcontinental  railway  to  \'aneouvcr  Island, 
then  a  line  between  Victoria  and  Nanaimo  should  be  built  on 
the  same  conditions.  This  was  promptly  rejected  by  Ottawa, 
on  the  grounds  that  nottainf  could  be  decided  until  tbc  survey 
was  made.

turned  towards  the  fanatical  ele- 
ment of  the  Russian  colony,  in  the 
hope  that  tha  colonists  may  receive 
the  blame  for  the  diaarders.  Special 
patrols  ef  the  Provincial  Police  have 
been  maintained  for  some  time. 

Meanwhile,  the  whole  question  of 
Douldiobor  occupation  of  land  in 
Brlti.sh  Columbia  and  the  terms  on 
which  such  occupation  will  in  fu- 
ture bo  toleiKted  i.s  at  thi.s  time 
receiving  the  attention  of  the  two 
OovernmenU.  Psdaral  and  nevin* 
cial  it  U  beUeved. 

The  history  of  Doukhebor  oocupa- 
Uon  of  land  to  this  provlnea  datm 
to  the  agreement  made  with  th^ 
colonists  that  they  might  enter  and 
take  up  land  as  farmers,  wlthcnit 
being  subject  to  military  service. 
Tills  treaty  now  protects  the  Douk- 
hobors  and  their  children  honi  any 
sudden  removal,  but  the  whole  hosts 
of  the  pact  was  that  there  should 
be  a  peaceful  occupation  of  the 
land. 

18  MAJOB  INFLUENCE 

Under  the  reign  of  the  former 
Doukhobor  leader.  Peter  Veietjin 
who  lost  his  life  following  an  act 
of  violence  on  the  part  of  exi rrniist.s. 
the  colony  farmed  their  land  and 
grew  prosperous.  Young  Petv  Vere- 
gln.  now  in  command  of  the  settle- 
ments, is  eredltad  with  tha  major 
influence  of  the  present-day  mem- 
bers of  the  oalony.  and  has  been 
Invited  te  UM  thla  Idfluance  tn  tha 
prsBsnt  sitaatlon.  Peter  Varegin. 
tha  younger,  did  not  enter  Oanaia 
under  the  terms  Of  tha  origlnsl 
part,  but  rame  later,  en  HW  BmMl 
of  his  predecessor. 

Frequent  unrest  and  dl.sturbancts 
have  been  a  factor  in  the  laff/r  day 
life  of  the  Kms.  inn  settlements,  cul- 
minating last  year  in  rioting  in 
Which  over  100  men  and  women 
wars  taken  under  arrest  Whan  thay 
refoaad  to  keep  tha  paaea  and  obey 
the  law  of  the  land.

Wc  .skirted  a  .small  .'^tream  and  made  for  a 
bluff  several  miles  to  tbe  west^  where  Sd  was 
sure  he  coukl  raise  an  adult  wolf  dr  two.  We 
were  somcv.hat  taken  aback  therefore  when, 
Mieaklng  along  so  sure  of  ourselves  and  so 
intent  on  the  next  game,  we  suddenly  saw  an 
old  ear  come  into  view  on  the  top  of  a  rise.  It 
contained  two  hunters,  one  of  whom  stood 
updght  on  the  hound  box  at  the  ba6k,  dex- 
tfrously  balancing  himself  and  keeping  a 
lookout  ahead.  Itiey  haUed  us  and  exhibited 
their  memhig'a  oateh—two  fine  large  . eoyotea. 
repre-sonttng  two  nice  large  rhtfliU  .  Oa«n 
was  breaking. 

"Oosoe  On  home,  boys.  We  didn't  get  up 
early  enough."  said  Ed  with  no  little  chagrin 
The  driver  of  the  car  told  us  he  had  caught 
six  coyotes  and  a  red  fox  ah'eady  that  we^ 
all  thf.se  pelts  netting  him  enough  to  keep 
his  family  lor  the  remainder  of  the  Winter.

Bu-Uer  In  the  aeaaon  they  haunted  the 
outakirts  of  the  towns  and  villages  of  the

and  the  odor  of  wolf  hound. 

At  the  hide  and  pelt  exchange  we  saw  some 
flne  skins.  One  hunter,  a  farmer  who  has 
lived  for  thhrty  years  to  the  West,  had  just 
btou«ht  in  a  coyote  pelt  for  which  the  dealer 
had  paid  him  129  cash.  Be  had  a  good  hound, 
earefuily  taught  never  to  hurt  the.  pelt.  He 
bred  hl.s  own  dogs.  In  fact.  We  agreed  that 
the  Industry  showed  promising  signs  ot  ooni* 
petlng  with  tiie  wheat  business  and  that  Rf, 
the  time  being  It  was  proving  a  vwy, 
antidote  to  the  current  depression.

Onp:  of  the  moat  beaut'ful  mapto  trees  M 
the  whale  wide  world  stard.s  to  the  left 
on  a  gracious  green  slope,  as  one  begins  the 
ascent.  No  other  trees  grow  vary  near  and  It 
has  lifted  and  spread  its  vast  branches  In  the 
magnificent  grace  characteristic  of  1^  kind 
when  unpnned  and  unmoietted.  There  an. 
of  course,  .some  glorious  maples  on  Vancouver 
Island.  Indeed,  in  tbe  vicinity  of  Mount 
Newton  are  to  be  found  many  of  then,  «Mto 
at  Tsaut.  which  means  maple  tree,  are  .some 
specially  laigc  and  loveiy  specimens.  Fortu- 
nately these  last  are  well  within  the  conflnee 
of  the  Indian  Reserve,  and  unimaginative  ro.i/l 
bosses  cannot  relegate  them  to  the  scrap  heap 
HS  they  do  with  other  treee  att  along  thOroad, 
Irrespective  of  siae,  of  age  and  omnment. 

To  the  right  is  the  ravine,  deep  and  gresn 
and  shaded,  and  «ith  a  pleesant  rill  of  water 
running  through  it  most  of  the  year,  while  to 
the  Spring  it  becomes  a  leaping,  laughtog 
brook,  keeping  not  witiiln  Its  confines,  but 
following  to  its  own  gay  abandon  any  and  every 
whhn:  forming  a  waterfall  here  and  there; 
flooding  the  trail  In  a  dozen  places;  iaxily 
stretching  Itself  into  minature  lakes,  and  back 
up  to  form  slouglvi  and  marshes  where  the 
skunk  Illy  lovr.s  to  flaunt  itself,  striking  a  bold, 
bright  note,  too,  which  to  very  harmonious 
among  all  the  greens  and  bronae  and  biwwns.

We  call  It  the  .Saanlch  Range  to  dlstliiRtil,sh  it 
l.'^cm  the  Malahat,  though  so  far  as  we  have 
yet  been  able  to  learn,  it  haa  no  name  at  all.

Me  workboam  hie   acquired  a  wcrtd-wlde 

fame,  owing  t.o  the  fad  that  it  was  the  child- 
hood home  of  Sir  Henry  Morton  fitaxUey.  one 
of  the  meet  totrepM  of  our  African  ox^erers. 
who.  from  the  apS  of  seven  until  he  was  six- 
teen yeam^of  apK,  was  boarded  and  odncated 
at  tho  estpense  of  the  partsH. 

The  cathedral  Is  a  plain  cruciform  bulkl- 
ing,  with  a  massive  central  tower,  and  Ita 
sttaattan  on*  an  omflWMe  givm  It  a  somewhat 
unique  place  aoMnt  thi ^thadrato  of  Wales, 
which  have  aim«t  tovariably  been  erected  In 
valleys.

to  Olaagow  hi  «#s  MMiiM  by  8t.  Asaph, 
who  occupied  the  eptowpal  thgiim  will  Mi 
death  to  Mi. 

The  earliest  eathedrato  were  wooden  struc- 
tures, as  were  the  ones  which  were  bumsd 
down  by  the  ftlgUA  eoidlers  during  the  In- 
naim  of  Watos  to  IMT  and  1202,  and  some 
portions  Of  tiM  present  buUding  dale  back  to 
the  end  of  th*  thirteerith  renttiry.  when 
Bishop  Ntoiaa  rebuilt  the.  cathedral  It  was 
badly  iamsgid  by  Owon  Olendewor  to  IMS, 
but  was  practically  rebiillt  at  the  end  of  the 
fifteenth  century,  and  has  undergone  several 
restorations  sinoe  that  thne.  H  snflOrsd  cen- 
slderably  during  the  great  Civil  War  of  the 
mid-seventeenth  century,  and  its  central 
tower,  which  was  ^sstropid  m  • 
i  ITU.

Young  turkeys  are  rather 
prona  to  diarrhoea,  but  this  ihould  not  oeeur 
If  stale  food  is  never  left  about  and  if  the 
coops  and  utensils  are  kept  dry  and  clean, 
while  the  uae  of  rice  as  mentioned  helps  to 
pievent  It.  If  It  does  appear  early,  omit  the 
dbepped  egg  mentioned  and  sprinkle  a  little 
powdered  chalk  over  the  soft  food.  Young 
turlnya  cannot  be  said  to  be  oitt  of  dancer 
until  they  are  about  ten  weHdi  eUl  asd  have 
"shot  the  red,"  and  I  hope  to  refer  to  the  sub- 
ject again  at  about  the  api^xtprlate  period.

Guard  Against  Sprinters 

BE  on  your  guard  agalnat  sprinters.  Many 
pulleu  put  up  remarkable  records,  win- 
ter, and  then  dry  up.  They  cannot  last  It  out 
Others  put  up  great  Summer  records,  but  can- 
no*  face  the  Winter  conditions.  These 
qvinters  mislead  thoee  who  trapneat  in  the 
Whiter  only.  Ota)*  intended  as  cockerel 
breeders  need  to  be  Uapped.  for  the  full  pullet 
year,  and  the  cream  of  them  beyond  It.  It  is 
aU-round  values  one  should  seek.  Sprinters, 
fortMtalely,  are  usually  on  the  small  scale  or 
skte,  and  minus  just  that  body  slae  tbtA  bclpe  , 
a  bird  to  pass  the  longevity  test. 

Stop  giving  mustard  and  Introduce  sulphur 
in  the  middle  of  May.  Do  so  gradually.  Just 
now  the  dose  is  one  teaspoon  to  every  twenty 
birds. 

Sow  your  sunflower  seeds.  Ttansplant  when 
they  are  four  Inches  high. 

Sow  marrow-stem  kale,  keny  kale  and  enrly 
kale  for  Winter  use. 

Now  and  the  next  three  or  four  months  is  a 
good  time  to  stock  up  on  your  grain  require- 
ments for  next  Winter.  It  Is  well  to  be  on  the 
safe  side. 

Feed  lots  of  oats  this  Summer.  Make  the 
birds  scratch  and  they  will  eat  more  of  It.  It 
will  prepare  them  for  a  hard  Winter  that 
may  be.

Fascinating  Work 


ROQ|g,  Jgyrtenliig  offers  the  solution  for 
mMllllt  eny  sleeply-rising  piece  of 
ground,  and  In  addition  to  beautifying  such  a 
spot  forms  one  of  the  most  fascinating  bits  of 
work  a  person  may  tackle.  In  this  sort  of 
gardening  the  underlying  principle  is  to  create 
an  envhronment  for  alpine  plants.  We  turn 
our  aetoal  slope,  or  an  artificial  one,  into  a 
miniature  sect  ion  of  the  Alps  or  the  Rocky 
Mountains.,  We  have  our  peaks,  our  upper 
gravrily  valleys  and  our  lower  alpine  meadow?. 
It  i.s  advisable  to  u.se  Irregular  .stone.s,  arrang- 
ing .these  carefully  so  es  to  get  the  mountain 
effeet.  but  alsb  ao  that  they  are  securely  an- 
chored In  the  Roll,  with  the  earth  between 
connected  up  with  the  core  of  the  slope  so  that 
the  reote  can  penetrate  to  fairly  permanent 
moi<rtiire 

Where  an  elaborate  garden  is  planned,  one 
should  provide  hlmaelf  with  special  literature, 
SLA  In  creating  a  dlfflcnlt  replica  of  this  kind 
their  is  great  danger  in  overdoing  the  thing. 
It  li  usually  neoeeaary  to  bury  the  glonee  about 
two-thh  j.s  thrir  depth  tat  the  loU. and  the  site 
must  be  well  drained.

JT  is  now  time  to  sow  seeds  of  the  Vegetable 
Marrow  for  plants  fit  to  go  Into  the  open 
bord^  at  the  end  of  May.  Those  sown  some 
weeks  ago  were  to  yield  plants  which  were  to 
be  grown  all  May  in  the  frame  or  under  a 
cloche.  If  you  want  l^rge  fruits  welching 
twenty  pounds  or  more,  rpo*  Long  White, 
liong  Oreen,  Khig's  Acre  Cream,  etc..  but  If 
smaller  ktads  are  grown,  they  wUl  probably 
furnish  a  greater  crop  and  fruits  of  a  handler 
aiae.  Few  could  be  better,  for  example,  than 
ProUfle,  Moore's  Cream,  Table  Dainty.  Pen-y- 
Cyd.  or  the  Bush  Clu-.ter  Marrow.'^,  green  and 
white.  For  a  sweet  marrow  grow  Rothereide 
Orange  or  the  Custard  Marrow.

downfall  of  rain  is  very  welcome  to  the  .south- 
ern part  of  the  Island  at  least.  wiU  sUue 
Hp  muflta  needed  moisture  for  t^ie  eoning 
Summer  and  be  a  wonderful  fillip  to  the  new 
clover  fields,  Uic  wayside  wild  clover  and  the 
hundred  and  one  thinge  which  help  to  pro- 
duce the  nectar  for  the  honey  crop  With 
growth  at  its  present  stage  the  i;ain  comes  as  a 
real  benefit,  and  after  a  few  days'  sunshine 
there  will  be  .seen  an  almast  miraculous  dif- 
ference and  things  will  seem  to  positively

During  this  ttae  ot  eonstant  rain  remember 

the  bees  have  been  pretty  c1o.pIv  confined  to 
their  hives,  and  with  the  baby  bees  emerging 
at  the  rata  of  hondredl*  a  day,  tha  hhre  is 
likely  to  be  in  a  \rrv  conge-sted  .state,  and 
also  the  stores  are  being  used  up  very  quickly 
for  the  needs  of  thoee  Moe  baby  beea. 
Directly  the  rain  ceases,  if  you  arc  the  Ica.st 
bit  doubtful  as  to  the  conttition  of  their 
larder."  put  on  a  feed  tan  at  onoe,  and  if 
the  bees  seem  to  be  working  near  the  outer 
frames  also  put  on  an  extra  super.  Plenty  of 
room  from  now  is  the  Order  of  the  day, '  Many 
fruit  trees  are  now  covered  with  bloom,  and 
If  the  bees  can  get  at  the  Utn*  nectar  will  be 
brought  in,  but  if  the  rain  continues  and  the 
bees  are  not  actually  in  the  orchard  those 
trees  will  set  very  llttk  fruit,  and  the  reiult 
Will  be  a  poor  crop. 

In  the  eaae  of  a  full  double  hive— that  is;

Cover  these 
with  a  blanket  and  Introduce  a  new  queen  in 
mailing  cage,  placing  the  cage  on  top  of  the 
framea.  In  a  few  days  find  out  if  the  queen 
has  been  accepted  and  I.s  laying  If  .so,  the 
super  can  be  left  on  the  original  hive  and  so 
benefit  from  the  iramth  oil  tha  baae  tatow.

The  Large  White  Is  at  the  present  time  the 
world's  most  popular  pig.  Perhaps  if  the  two 
breeds  were  closely  compared  In  feeding  tests 
it  would  be  found  that  the  Large  White  tends 
to  produce  a  large  carcass  and  to  grow  to  a 
greater  weight  within  a  given  period.  BUt  It 
is  only  a  matter  of  careful  breeding  and  selec- 
tion for  a  few  years  before  the  two  breeds 
cooM  be  riiade  aboohiialy  eqtlal  to  tUi  reepeet. 


About  Seed  Growing 

FAR  too  many  amateurs  are  still  Inclined  to 
favor  the  large  packet  of  seeds  instead 
or  the  ■Bbllsi  bnt  bettor  quality  paokat  for 
the  same  monev  Too  thick  sowing  is  still 
far  more  coounoa  than  it  ought  to  be.  Not 
enly  does  tt  entaU  more  labor  thlnntag  oat  the 
ptanta  In  Summer,  hut  thf  plants  aie  Ks.s 
hardy  when  grown  in  crowded  condition,  and 
the  roots  are  \md»f  laeeened  when  the  other 
plant,*  are  pulled  If  the  packet  contains 
more  seed  than  you  need,  lay  it  aside  rather 
than  aow  toe  thMOy.

APPLE  scab  is  a  disease  which  growers  in 
the  northern  end  of  the  Okanagan 
Valley  Ji:id  in  Salmon  Arm  Sihould  be  »t>»pirn 
in  mind  when  they  are  arranging  for  their 
j^r'a  supply  of  spray  material  While  there 
ts  no  definite  assurance  that  the  Spring  this 
y?ar  will  be  uni^BuaUy  lavorable  for  the 
devciupntent  of  the  dtatoae,  the  long  period 
of  less-than-average  predpltatifln,  wbUti  is 
now  being  experienced,  suggests  that  a  period 
of  wet  weather  will  eventually  come.  The 
wise  grower  wlU,  therefore,  be  the  one  who  is 
prepared. 

The  secret  of  succe.s,s  in  controlling  scab 
lies  In  having  a  protective  spray  on  the  tree 
before  this  primary  Infecttan  -takes  place  and 
to  maintain  this  protective  layer  until  the 
danger  period  is  passed.  To  assist  growers  in 
timing  their  fhrst  spray  oorreetly  the  Domin- 
ion Field  Laboratory  of  Plant  Pathology,  Sum- 
merland.  two  years  ago  established  a  serv- 
ice of  deteraxhUng  each  year  Uw  tfane  at 
which  the  first  spore.-,  of  the  season  arc  dis- 
cliarged.

Method  of  Pruning 

IT  must  be  remembered  that  the  flowers  of 
these  shmta  are  produced  on  the  previous 
year's  wood,  so  that  pruning  shooM  be  done 
at  once  after  the  flowers  are  over.  After 
flowering,  a  certain  proporUon  of  the  shoots 
should  be  cut  book  to  withta  a  few  taehea 
Cf  the  old  wood  or  to  where  some  new  crowth 
Is  starUng.  With  the  stronger-growing  kinds 
a  good  deal  of  thtantog  will  be  neeessary. 
Otherwise,  a  gre^t  quantity  of  useless,  weak 
growth  which  will  not  ripen  sufficiently  to 
produce  bloom  and  whteh  takea  away  fr0m 
the  strength  of  the  plant,  will  be  retained 

If  one  wants  to  make  a  feature  of  a  collec- 
tion of  Phlladelphus  one  would  be  wall  ad- 
vi.sed  to  make  the  plantation  with  a  back- 
ground of  conifers  or  darker-leafed  Berberia 
of  a  UU-growtag  variety.  The  efleet  of  thie 
latter  combination  Is  mat  plea.slng,  the  con- 
trast between  the  white  blooms  and  the  purpla 
taaws  of  tIM  Berberto  betof  atriklig. 


Spring  Insect 

Must  BcJCilled  ' 

ONE  good  thing  the  recent  heavy  rain  did 
was  to  drown  millions  of  pests,  /t  killed 
off  a  good  many  dangerou.s  'hues,  but  do  not 
imagine  they  are  all  gone.  Slacken  off  for  a 
time,  they  will  become  numaNus  eneogh  to 
overwl\cIm  you.  Slugs  and  snails,  for  ex- 
ample! The  lime  and  then  the  rains  have 
worked  wonders  and  radaeed  thair  nnmben, 
but  do  not  neglect  to  dust  your  .seedllng.s  with 
sunt  and  to  scatter  It  Irately  on  the  ground.  A 
better  eoN.  of  eoars%  Is  to  mtai  eas  poand 
rru.shed  bluestone  (impure  copper  .sulphate  1  to 
fourteen  to  twenty-one  pounds  of  kalnlt,  keep 
to  a  dry  ptoca  and  dust  H  lightly  over  the 
ground  from  time  to  time.  Or  poisoned  bran, 
one-quarter  pound  Paris  green  in  one-half  to 
cne  galkm  of  bran,  and  leave  it  to  Uttla  heaps 
round  the  plot  The  latter  polson  Is  a  good 
tne  for  leather  Jackets. 

All  the  brasataaa  and  the  eariy  turnips  may 
jufler  from  tiny  fleas  and  beetles  In  the  seed- 
Img  stage.  You  notice  no  creature  there,  but 
toe  seedling  cabbages,  oaUliflowers,  turnips, 
etc.,  have  a  aickly  look,  tiny  portions  are  eaten 
cut  of  the  leavei,  they  do  not  seem  to  grow, 
and  you  wonder  why.  You  may  agato  ass  an 
Insecticide,  but  it  would  do  OMire  good  to  water 
the  plajits  with  one  ounce  nitrate  of  soda  In 
cne  gallon  of  water  every  third  night. 

Here  is  a  good  cure  for  cabbage  and  cauli- 
flower maggot.  Oet  some  cardboard,  cut  it 
Into  squares  .some  three  Inches  each  side.  Cut 
a  quarter-inch  alit  into  the  centre  and  palttt 
with  creoaoto.  One  of  thass  on  ths  gtonnd, 
with  a  cabbage  plaat     tha  ewlra.  keeps  off 

Keep  an  cyt  on  the  asparagus  border  these 
mornlnKs.  because  you  may  have  a  00tt|rie  af 
pests  there— the  asparagus  beetle,  a  red  and 
yellow  tosect,  or  the  fly,  a  Uttle  one  with 
spotted  wings.  Capture  1  '  vou  can.  other- 
wise your  Upa  will  sufler,  but  in  this  case,  do 
not  spray  antU  enttkig  esasss. '

Be  Prcpait  Ll  Now 

IF  we  are  on*  of  those  fortunate  persons  who 
have  a  long  hiriiday  at  eeoM  Soauner  cot- 
tage In  prospect,  there  Is  no  reason  why  wo 
cannot  prepare  our  garden  now  and  toke  it 
with  as.  nils  plan  might  also  be  adopted 
by  the  plutocrat  with  a  .string  of  Summer  cot- 
tages or  roadside  cabins  to  rent  Moot  people, 
even  the  tanani  af  a  week  «r  tarenty-four 
hotirs,  will  appreciate  surroundings  all  the 
more  if  they  Include  flowers  and  possibly  a 
few  onions  and  lettoee,  so  that  fresh  salads 
are  possible.  Practically  h11  our  annual  flowers 
and  vegetables  can  be  sUrted  in  fiats  Indoors, 
later  hardened  by  transplanting  into  cold 
frames  and  ahallow  boxes,  after  which,  thajr 
are  ready  to  be  moved  to  the  permanent  gar- 
den, whether  that  be  a  few  yards  or  a  hundred 
miles  away.

The  Fim  Papennakfrs 
Wm  the  Wasps 

PERHAPS  some  of  our  readers  have  visited 
PowaU  River  or  Port  AUce  and  have 
seen  paper  madis  froth  wood  In  a  big  mUL  It 
Is  one  of  the  most  wonderful  of  sights. 
Seldom  hM  man's  skiU  and  Ingenuity  keen 
better  ahoi^ 

But  man  wm  not  the  flnt  paper-maker. 

The  wasp  .set  the  pattem  That  wonderful 
insect  will  soon  be  at  work,  if  she  hM  npt  al- 
ready begtm.  During  the  odd  Weather  the 
queen  wasp  has  been  safely  asleep  in  some 
crevice.  When  the  sunstiine  Is  warm  enough 
die  wakes  up.  Soon  she  Is  at  worlr.  She  finds 
a  fence  rail  or  a  weathered  telephone  pole,  or 
perhaps  the  shingle  of  a  shed.  Then  with  her 
body  she  scrapes  ott  tiny  particles  of  wood 
fibre;  this  she  moistens  In  her  mouth,  moving 
it  about  tUl  It  is  pulp.  This  is  laid  down  in  the 
eaves  of  the  house,  the  crotch  of  a  Umb  of  a 
tree,  perhaps  in  a  big  crevice  in  a  rock. 
Then  her  majtety  brings  load  after  load  tlU  a 
foundation  is  made  for  a  nest. 

Oells,  too,  are  made  of  ttie  paper.  In  these 
she  lays  eggs.  When  these  hatch  into  grubs, 
slie  feeds  them  with  tiny  bite  of  meat,  insecte 
and  the  Juices  of  flowera.  The  gruba  grow 
big,  turn  into  chrysalis,  or  pupae,  and  from 
each  another  WMp  comes  and  we  have  a 
wasps'  nest.  Bvery  worker  makes  more  cells, 
and  the  naet  grows  tlU  by  mldaummar  It  may 
be  as  big  tuf  your  head.  The  wonder  of  it  la 
tliat  all  this  is  the  work  of  a  single  wasp. 

•  When  tlie  c<dd  weather  comes  aU  the  work- 
era  and  the  male  wasps  die.  The  old  queen 

died  when  her  work  was  done,  but  there  is  a 
new  queen  to  live  through  another  Winter. 
The  llrat  wasp  you  om  flying  about  Is  moot 

likely  a  queen.  If  anything  happened  to  her, 
there  would  be  no  WMp's  nest  in  the  neigh- 


Itnl  wooM  be  a  good  thtaig  if  she  should 
ehoeat  to  build  too  near  the  house  or  where 
ahUdren  play.  But  Ui  the  woods  or  fields  It  Is 
better  to  leave  the  paper-mnkara  alone.  Be- 
sides ,  making  their  nest  and  rearing  their 
young  they  liave  useful  work  to  do,  which  we 
may,  try  to  learn  Mtoething  man  akout  aanM 
ether  40.
